Lowell, Fall 


River and New Bedford. Each has been 
allowed a specific appropriation, but in 
each resolve there has been inserted a 
provision to this effect: "Provided, that 
no part of this sum shall he paid until 
satisfactory 
evidence has 
been fur- 


nished to the auditor of the common- 
wealth that an additional sum of not 
less than ten thousand dollars has been 
paid to the sairi trustees by the city of 
Lowell. The city of Lowell is hereby 
authorized and directed 
to raise 
by 


taxation and pay to snid trustees such 
sum of money, not less than ten thou- 
sand dollars, as may be necessary, to 
secure the amount provided for by this 
resolve." 
The trustees claim that this provision 


makes the resolve absolutely unwork- 
able from

The next elective office to b« consi- 


dered by tht municipal council, bar- 
ring the unforeseen, is that of chair- 
man of tha license commission, as the 
six-yea? term of John J. Mullaney, who 
was appointed by former Mayor Mee- 
han, under the old form o£ government, 
comes to an end with the close of Ihe 
month of May. The coming election 
will be the third to take place under 
the present charter, which provides for 
the election of the license commission- 
ers by vote of the municipal council, 
rather than by appointment by 
the 


mayor. Messrs. Hanson and 
Houlger 


were Ihe two who were elected under 
the present form 
of government. It 


was slated 
in a newspaper not long 


ago, that the election of license com- 
missioner Is always held back 
until 


after the grant of the license for that 
year, had been made. While It may be 
a coincidence that such Is the case, Ihe 
granllng of tha licenses has no con- 
t.ection with the election, inasmuch as 
the new man could not take office un- 
til after tho licenses had been granted, 
the grant taking place any time prior 
to the first of May, while the term of 
office does not expire unlll June 1. The 
idea of delaying the election of license 
commissioner until within a short time 
of the expiration of the term. Is due un. 
doubledly, to the experience undergone 
when the late Mayor Dimon was 
in 


office. Mayor Dimon almost immediate- 
ly after his inauguration-appointed Hon. 
Fisher H. Pearson police commissioner, 
as the office was then known, although 
ho term for which he was making Ihe 
appoinlmenl did not begin unlil nearly 
six monlhs later. The mayor's object 
in making such'early appointment was 
in get relief from the importunities of 
the various candidates for the position, 
and their friends, that would follow as 
the days went by. His mind was made 
up from the start to appolnl Mr. Pear- 
son, and he believed that 
by naming 


that gentleman early In the year, he 
would put an end lo all discussion and 
campaigning for Ihe position. But a 
few months later, and before the lerm 
of the official whom Mr. Pearson was 
to succeed had expired, Mayor Dimon 
died, and Alderman William E. Bad- 
ger, by vtrlue of his office as chairman 
of the board of aldermen, became act- 
ing-mayor of the city. In those days 
the police commissionership 
appoint- 


ments were made on partisan lines, tha 
...ayor always appointing a member of 
his own party to the office. Mayor Di- 
mon, a democrat, 
had appointed Mr. 


Pearson, also a democrat, lo Ihe posi- 
tion but died before Mr. Pearson could 
take office, and was succeeded, as act- 
ingrmayor, by Mr. Badger, * repub- 
lican 'The politicians'of the republican 
party imroadiately made ihe claim that 
it would be up to the acting mayor to 
fill the position of police commissioner, 
when Ihe lerm of the man in office 
should expire, regardless of the ap-

mal tchool Thuisday evening under 
the auspices of the school departments 
of Lawrence and Lowell, the state de- 
partment of unnorsily extension, and 
the Lowell State Normal school is of 
•immense Importance to this city.

aims have been discussed through oth- 
er channels from time lo time In the 
past, and the suggestions made have 
been frequently advanced by press and 
public, but for the first time the state

Though as yet only in the preliminary
